Council backs 
Galleriaproject

City looks to

City councillors moved for¬ 
ward with a $7.5-million in¬ 
vestment Tuesday, in the 
hopes it will get the $1-billion 
Galleria project moving ahead. 

Councillors endorsed spend¬ 
ing $7.5 million on a pedway 
for the proposed project that 
could ultimately include a new 
home for the University of 
Alberta’s art and design fac¬ 
ulty, four new theatres, and a 
mixed-use development. 

The project still needs a sig¬ 
nificant commitment from 
the provincial government to 
move ahead, but Jim Brown, 


a director with the project’s 
foundation, said the city’s en¬ 
dorsement is important. 

“We can go forward saying 
the city supports this project 
and they want to see it,” he 
said. 

Proponents hope to lever¬ 
age a long-term lease with the 
university to finance the rest 
of the project, but that lease 
would need the sign-off from 
the provincial government. 

The former Progressive Con¬ 
servative government always 
declined to move ahead with 
the plan. 

Councillors also asked for a 
formal agreement to be drawn 
up between the city and the 
project’s backers. 

This could see the city 
spending an additional $50 
million on the project, mostly 
through land. 

Mayor Don Iveson said pre¬ 
viously the project was so big 
it was hard for the city to com¬ 
mit, but now that it has been 


phased into several pieces it 
makes more sense. 

“We wanted to get there 
before, but we couldn’t see it 
coming together before when 
it was $1 billion all at once,” 
he said. 

Iveson said the $7.5 mil¬ 
lion the city is investing is 
well spent even in a worst- 
case scenario where the pro¬ 
ject stalls. 

“We think there is value in 
connecting to the museum and 
in connecting to development 
north,” he said. 




The project also has 
$50 million that has been 
privately raised from 
donors, and Coun. Ben 
Henderson said that was 
something the city could 
not overlook.

Taxi passenger dies 

A 29-year-old man has 
been charged after fleeing 
from the scene of a fatal 
collision in the west end 
this weekend. 

It was around 11:15 p.m. 
Friday night when an officer 
tried to pull over a BMW 
near 100 Avenue and 185 
Street, but the driver was 
quick to speed off when of¬ 
ficers put their emergency 
lights on. The collision re¬ 
sulted in the BMW veering 
off the road and hitting a 
parked vehicle, say police. 

The taxi had two pas¬ 
sengers at the time of the 
accident, one of which was 
a 51-year old woman who 
later died in hospital due to 
her injuries. 

The driver of the BMW al¬ 
legedly ran from the scene 
after the collision but was 
apprehended by police offi¬ 
cers a short distance away. 
The driver and passenger 
of the BMW both suffered 
non-life threatening injur¬ 
ies.

Police looking for

About 5,000 people remained 
out from their homes Tuesday 
as wildfires continued to bum 
in north-central Alberta. 

The evacuees included people 
from Wabasca, the Bigstone Cree 
First Nation and two municipal 
districts in a mral area north of 
Edmonton. 

Agriculture and Forestry Min¬ 
ister Oneil Carlier said he hopes 
people will abide by a province¬ 
wide fire ban. 

“Most of the province is under 
a high to severe fire threat and 
it is incredibly important at this 
time that we all do everything 
we can to keep people safe.” 

The Municipal District of 
Opportunity and the Bigstone 
reserve, along with the MD of 
Lesser Slave River, were under 
states of local emergency, which 
allow local authorities to order 
evacuations and control travel 
in affected areas. 

Reeve Murray Kerilc of Lesser 
Slave River, said the weather will 
determine when people will be 
able to return home. 

“The hottest and the worst 
part of the day is between 3 to 
5 o’clock, when we get the most 
heat built up and we have the 


winds come up,” Kerilc said.“We 
will move them back as soon as 
we can, but we don’t want to 
risk human life.” 

As of Tuesday afternoon, 
there were 70 fires burning 
in the province; 20 were con¬ 
sidered to be out of control. 
The fire about 20 kilometres 
east Slave Lake was estimated 
to be five square kilometres in 
size. The fire near Wabasca and 
Bigstone was about two square 
kilometres. 

Wildfire officer Geoffrey Dris¬ 


coll said fire crews, along with 
helicopters and air tankers, have 
been working hard to keep those 
fires from growing much larger. 
But he said that could change 
depending on the temperature, 
wind and humidity. Many new 
fires were started Monday night 
by lightning, and more lightning 
was forecasted for late Tuesday. 

“We’re going to hope that 
it comes with some rain, but 
likely it’s not going to come with 
enough to make a difference,” 
he said.“We haven’t seen veiy 


much significant rain since the 
snow left back in the spring and 
that’s what’s causing the high 
fire hazard in many of these 
areas. And that’s also what’s 
causing the fires to get big fast.” 

More than 600 firefighters 
were working directly on the 
wildfires and the government 
was considering putting a call 
out for reinforcements. About 
100 firefighters from Ontario 
and water bombers from Que¬ 
bec have already made the trip 
west to help, the Canadian press 


EDUCATION 

Board 

approves 

byelection 

Edmontonians will be once again 
heading back to the ballot box, 
as the city’s public school dis¬ 
trict has approved a byelection 
for September to replace former 
trustee and current provincial 
Health Minister Sarah Hoffman. 

The board voted in six to two 
in favour of the September 29 
byelection for Ward G, despite 
hearing concerns from some 
members about the price tag 
associated with electing a new 
trustee. Chair Michael Janz called 
the upcoming byelection the 
“cost of democracy.” 

“I do believe that it’s import¬ 
ant for us to give this community 
a voice for the next two years, 
that they have an elected repre¬ 
sentative,” he said. 

Opposing the byelection, 
Trustee Cheiyl Johner worried 
about voter fatigue after just 
completing an impromptu prov¬ 
incial election. 

“I feel like we’re a capable and 
high-functioning board and more 
than able to pick up the respon¬ 
sibilities of one ward,” she said. 

Johner questioned how fis¬ 
cally responsible it was to hold 
an election in between a provin¬ 
cial election this past April and 
a federal election in October. 

“This is a poor use of our 
money. That money could also 
pay for over three first year teach¬ 
er salaries and I would prefer to 
have three first-year teachers as 
opposed to having a byelection.” 

Nomination day is slated for 
September 1 and the elected 
trustee will serve until end of 
the 2013-2017 term.

natural resources. 

“It’s 5,000 kilometres and 
90 portages,” said the mother 
of two. “Our philosophy in 
life is less is more — the less 
you have, the less you have to 
work for. The more you can 
enjoy life.” 

The pair already lives “off 
the grid in Northern Ontario” 
and chose the canoe as their 
transportation to retrace the 
steps of the French Canadian 
Voyageurs who traveled across 
the country, transporting pelts 
during the fur trade. 

Fittingly, Daoust and her 
husband have adopted the 
name “The Canadian Voya¬ 


geurs” for their journey. 

With no time frame or 
specific plan, Daoust said the 
trip is expected to take five 
months as they paddle and cap¬ 
ture original footage that can 
be turned into a documentary.

City looking to make 
downtown daycare easier 


The city will look at changing 
some zoning rules and mak¬ 
ing other tweaks to help cre¬ 
ate more daycare spaces down¬ 
town. 

Councillors passed a motion 
Tuesday calling for bylaw chan¬ 
ges that will come back to them 
early next year. The proposed 
changes would reduce parking 
requirements and make other 
amendments that would gener¬ 
ally make it easier for a daycare 
to locate downtown. 

Livia Balone, the city’s direc¬ 
tor of development and zon¬ 
ing services, told councillors 
a survey showed 750 children 


waiting for spaces in downtown 
daycares. 

“It was clear that there was 
a need in the downtown area 
for childcare spaces,” she said. 

She said there are other bar¬ 
riers to opening up downtown 
beyond zoning, including some 
of the provincial regulations 
that require a certain amount of 
outdoor play space for children. 

“That is one of the barriers 
for developing that child care 
space,” she said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said his 
constituents believe it to be an 
absolute necessity, especially 
as the city tries to encourage 


families in the core. 

“For parents with young kids 
this is critical. They need green 
space to take their kids to play 
and they need daycare,” he said. 

He said the zoning changes 
are a good step, but he hopes to 
look at other options to encour¬ 
age more daycare downtown. 
He said with the demand so 
high, he believes developers 
might be interested if they’re 
just given the right informa¬ 
tion. 

“There might be a market 
advantage to developers if they 
put daycare in their building.”

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School district budget 
based on NDP promises

The city’s Catholic school 
board is moving forward with 
an interim budget, based on a 
campaign promises made by 
Alberta’s newly elected NDP 
government. 

On Tuesday, the Edmonton 
Catholic Schools board OK’d a 
$459 million balanced budget 
that was grounded on an “as¬ 
sumption” that the provincial 
government would reinstate 
funding for next year’s enrol¬ 
ment after it was cut in the 
spring austerity budget. 

Superintendent Joan Carr 
said as the province preps its 
own finances to drop a budget 
this fall, the district wanted to 
approve their budget so schools 
can set their own budget. 

“The province is experien¬ 
cing significant revenue short¬ 


falls and our previous govern¬ 
ment had instituted a series 
of funding changes to educa¬ 
tion that has signifi¬ 
cantly reduced the 
amount of money 
available to the dis¬ 
trict,” said Carr. 

Despite the $18 
million funding 
deficit, Carr said 
the newly elected 
government prom¬ 
ised to restore the 
money, particularly 
enrolment funding 
for new students. 

The budget allo¬ 
cates $1.36 million to fund 46 
full-day kindergarten programs 
in 24 schools, $250,000 for First 
Nation, Metis and Inuit Grad fa¬ 
cilitators and $1 million to sup¬ 
port English Language Learners. 

Based on the assumption 
funding will be restored for 
new students, Carr said the in¬ 
terim budget doesn’t designate 


operating reserves toward day- 
to-day programming. The previ¬ 
ous government had suggested 
school boards use 
those reserves 
when funding 
was cut. 

Board chair 
Debbie Engel 
said the interim 
budget allows 
the district to 
continue with 
business as usual 
while it waits on 
the province to 
organizes its cof¬ 
fers. 

“The reason why we brought 
(the) budget forward now... is 
we have to start hiring (teach¬ 
ers) and we have to tell the 
schools how much money they 
have,” she said. 

The budget was approved 
with one amendment: to move 
$400,000 to the Transform pro¬ 
gram — a professional develop¬ 
ment initiative for teachers. 

Carr had appealed to the 
board to restore the funding 
after it had been reduced from 
$900,000 to $500,000 during 
budget discussions.

“It’s exciting for Northlands, 
and the city, to offer a billion 
users a virtual tour of our site. 
It’s great for first-timers who 
want to see the grounds and 
parking areas, and it can be

While many are familiar 
with the Google cars used to 
map city streets for the past 
several years, the Northlands 
project utilized the newer Goo¬ 
gle Trekker camera, a 40-pound 
backpack with 15 cameras in 
a sphere that it takes a photo 
with every 3 or 4 steps the 
wearer takes. Google employ¬ 
ees walked the Northlands site 
one sunny day last June, gather¬ 
ing the 360-degree images that 
were then stitched together 
and launched on Google Maps 
this week. 

“We’ve used this new tech¬ 
nology on the trails of the 
Grand Canyon, and in Canada’s 
high north, where fly-in-only 
access never made it possible,” 
said Google Canada mapping 


expert Aaron Brindle. “Our 
goal is to create comprehen¬ 
sive, useable maps, and we’re 
using modern-day cartography 
to give an accurate view of our 
world — remote places, but 
unique, popular spots in our 
own backyard, too.” 

Brindle said Canada’s south 
has been thoroughly mapped 
using the Street View car- 
mounted cameras, but the 
country’s rural and north con¬ 
tinue to present “serious chal¬ 
lenges” as does anywhere that 
can’t be driven through. 

“Universities request us to 
map their sites — walk the 
quads. We’ve been good at 
mapping physical geography, 
but now we’re making steps to¬ 
ward mapping our social geog¬ 
raphy. We’re chipping away at 
it, one step at a time,” he said.

Eggen’s email a ray of hope? 


The head of Edmonton’s pub¬ 
lic school board said he’s “cau¬ 
tiously optimistic” funding for 
next year’s student enrolment 
will be replaced after receiving 
a letter from the province’s new 
education minister outlining the 
government’s priorities. 

On Tuesday EPSB chair Mi¬ 
chael Janz — along with trustees 
across the province — received 
an email from Minister David 
Eggen, outlining his plans as 
head of the education portfolio. 

“I firmly believe that provid¬ 
ing eveiy child in Alberta with a 
high quality education is integral 
to the future of this province,” 
Eggen wrote in the letter. “Our 
children deserve the best educa¬ 
tion we can deliver.”

In the email, Eggen said two 
of his top priorities include pro¬ 
viding stable, predictable fund¬ 
ing to school boards and dealing 
with “growing enrolment in the 
K-12 system.” 


Janz said while the email indi¬ 
cates the government will be tak¬ 
ing care of enrolment growth — 
something the NDP party ran on 
in last month’s election — there 
hasn’t been a dollar figure at¬ 
tached to the promise yet. 

“We remain cautiously opti¬ 
mistic,” he said. “We know that 
the government still has (former) 
Premier (Jim) Prentice’s budget 
and many of the parameters.” 

Earlier this year, the govern¬ 
ment dropped a budget that froze 
a funding increase for next year’s 
new-student enrolment. 

The funding cuts have left 
EPSB $15 million short for next 
year’s anticipated three per cent 
enrolment increase.

Lack of 
info has 
residents 
annoyed 

A disagreement outside a night¬ 
club near 100 Street and Jasper 
Avenue sent three to hospital 
early Saturday morning. 

According to police, at around 
2:20 a.m. a weapons complaint 
was called in after two individ¬ 
uals supposedly were fighting 
outside a nightclub. Shots were 
fired in what police say was not 
a random shooting. One of the 
suspects fled the area on foot 
while the other hopped into 
a vehicle. 

Three people — a 31-year-old 
woman, a 35-year-old man and a 
23-year-old male — nearby were 
injured by non-life threatening 
gunshot wounds. 

Police are still investigating 
ties between this incident and 
a fight to the east of the night¬ 
club that happened at the time 
of the shooting. Neighbourhood 
resident Candice McEachern 
said she was disappointed police 
waited three days to inform the 
public about the shooting in a 
busy part of downtown. 

“People should have a right 
to know about this,” she said. 
“It feels like it is being glossed 
over, it feels like it got pushed 
under the rug.” 

McEachern heard the shots 
and said she has changed when 
she walks in the area as a result. 
“Everyone else should have that 
knowledge and the ability to 
make those decisions as well,” 
she said. 

Police spokeswoman Anna 
Batchelor said officers make the 
decision of when to go public 
based on the best interests of 
the investigation. 

“There are investigative 
measures that officers will take 
before the decision is made to 
go to the public for informa¬ 
tion,” she said.

An application to the city 
for the proposed plan, which 
would allow people to skate 
on an 11-lcilometre ice path, 
has already been submitted 
and a Make Something Edmon¬ 
ton project to get $35,000 in 
private sponsorship to create 
the winteiy path is already in 
the works. 

“I love that it’s been called 
‘The most Canadian way to get 


around,’” said Gibbs, who has 
since graduated. 

If given the stamp of ap¬ 
proval from the city, the first 
phase would see a 150-metre 
“ice shot” from the Edmonton 
Ski Club to a road access point 
in the Cloverdale neighbour¬ 


hood at the end of 96 Avenue. 

The second phase would 
continue the path around a 
‘frozen lagoon with islands’ 
and phase three would be a 
slalom skate. Phase four would 
be a 200-metre adventure trail. 

City officials say they’re sup¬ 


portive of the initial plan of the 
Edmonton Ski Club — which 
includes the freezeway’s layout 
— but that it’s still too early to 
know if it meets city bylaws and 
other requirements, says com¬ 
munity services spokeswoman 
Katherine Heath-Eves. 

But how will the freezeway 
be maintained? 

Gibbs says about $7,500 out 
of the $37,000 raised through 
private sponsorship would 
help pay for the equipment 
to maintain the ice in the cold 
season, with creative lighting 
along that space also part of 
that budget to get the freeze¬ 
way started.

Reptile World owner hit with charges

Investigators have slapped 
the owner of a now-shuttered 
Drumheller reptile exhibit 
with a slew of charges related 
to improper care and facility 
shortcomings. 

Dave Bethel, who owned 
and operated the 26-year-old 
Reptile World until it was 
forced to close earlier this 
year, faces nine counts total in 
connection with two separate 
seizures of reptiles and am¬ 
phibians as well some mice. 

The SPCA first was alerted 
to concerns about the tour¬ 
ist attraction, which hosts 
40,000 visitors annually, by 
staff late last year. 

They made an initial visit 
in December. 

“We tried to work with him 
(Bethel) to see if he was able 


to correct the problems and 
he just was not able to do 
so,” SPCA spokesperson Ro¬ 
land Lines told Metro Tuesday. 

On Jan. 24, investigators 
seized four reptiles. 

Bethel now faces three 
charges in connection with 
that search, including causing 
or allowing the reptiles to be 
in distress, failing to provide 
them with adequate food or 
water and failing to provide 
care for ill or injured reptiles. 

The SPCA returned to the 
facility with a search war¬ 
rant Feb. 4 and seized 138 
additional reptiles and am¬ 
phibians. 

Bethel now faces five char¬ 
ges in connection with that 
sweep. 

“Five charges, it’s sort of 
the full gamut of what we

can charge,” Lines said. 

Bethel faces a ninth charge 
in connection with improper 
space and ventilation for mice 
kept on site that were fed to 
some of the reptiles. 

Reptile World was billed 
as the largest exhibit of its 
kind in Canada. 

Lines said it’s hard to know 
when the facility began “slid¬ 
ing downhill.” 

Investigators did find 75 
reptile corpses improperly 
stored in freezers on the 
premises. 

There have previously been 
safety concerns raised when it 
comes to staff and visitors to 
the reptile zoo, as it was re¬ 
vealed that there was no anti¬ 
venom on the premises — or 
in the province — to counter 
the harmful poison some of 
the creatures at Reptile World 
were able to produce. 

“It’s like driving a car with¬ 
out a seatbelt or jumping out 
of a plane without a para¬ 
chute — It’s crazy,” said Bry 
Loyst, a curator called in from 
Ontario to take possession 
of the potentially dangerous 
snakes at the now-closed Rep¬ 
tile World in Drumheller, in a 
March interview with Metro.

Spike in garage break-ins

Crane tours may 
never take flight

Aboriginal 
band planning 
to ask feds 
for injunction 

Parks Canada’s plans for fly-in 
tours to the nesting grounds of 
the world’s last natural flock 
of whooping cranes may be as 
endangered as the enormous 
birds themselves. 

Excursions planned for May 
and June have been cancelled, 
because the birds have declined 
to nest near observation blinds 
built by officials at Wood Buf¬ 


falo National Park on the Al¬ 
berta-Northwest Territories 
boundaiy. 

And while tours are still 
planned for August, an aborig¬ 
inal band is preparing to ask 
the Federal Court for an injunc¬ 
tion to ban the trips altogether. 

“We haven’t been consulted 
on these tours,” said Chief Frie¬ 
da Martselos of the Salt Lake 
First Nation in Fort Smith, 
N.W.T. The band has the right 
to practice traditional activities 
in the park. “We don’t want the 
tours to go ahead.” 

Whooping cranes, the tallest 
bird in North America and with 
a two-metre wing span, were 
once hunted almost to extinc¬ 


tion. Intensive conservation 
efforts from their wintering 
grounds in Texas to their nest¬ 
ing sites in northern Alberta 
have brought back a few hun¬ 
dred. 

While there are captive 
breeding programs, the Wood 
Buffalo flock is the last natural 
one left, said Jeff Wells, chief 
scientist of the Boreal Songbird 
Initiative. 

“They’re the only popula¬ 
tion that survived from the 
original birds.” 

This spring, Parks Canada 
announced plans to bring bird 
enthusiasts to the remote park 
to watch the whoopers.

Drever makes 
Facebook apology 


Controversial Calgary MLA 
Deborah Drever is apologiz¬ 
ing unreservedly for social 
media posts with homophobic 
remarks and photos that ap¬ 
peared to make light of sex¬ 
ual violence. 

On Tuesday, in a long Fa¬ 
cebook post, Drever said she 
never intended to discrimin¬ 
ate toward the LGBT com¬ 
munity in an Instagram post 
mocking former premier Jim 
Prentice and minister Ric Mc- 
Iver that described them as 
“Gay boyz.” 

She said she also knows her 
intent isn’t the issue. 

“I also want to make it per¬ 
fectly clear that I know now 
that my intent doesn’t matter. 
When it comes to discrimin¬ 
atory language or actions, 
intent is irrelevant when it 
causes harm to another per¬ 


son or persons.” 

“I strongly support equal 
rights for all Albertans,” she 
wrote. 

Drever apologized to her 
new constituents, but also to 
her former colleagues in the 
NDP caucus. 

“I am also sorry that I was 
the source of significant dis¬ 
traction from what should 
have been a time of celebra¬ 
tion for Premier Notley and 
the NDP caucus,” she wrote. 

Drever said she intends to 
stay on as the Calgary-Bow 
MLA as an independent and 
work hard to regain the trust 
she has lost. 

“I understand that this is 
a great privilege that comes 
with great responsibilities. I 
look forward to working to 
earn my constituents trust 
every single day.” metro

Whyte Ave. still dark 


The city is still working to 
get a little more light onto 
Whyte Avenue, after starting 
an attempt to repair the tree 
lights last summer.

Limited lighting was also a 
concern brought up by users 
of the mass transit system, a 
concern other riders in the 
city have also brought forward. 

MacEwan University and 
University of Alberta are the 
only post-secondary schools 
that offer Safe Walk, a program 
that allows students to walk to 


and from LRT stations or bus 
stops at night with a volun¬ 
teer. Although the programs 
are helping students get to 
transit, McConnell says there 
still needs to be change on 
the system, something that 
will be addressed in Wednes¬ 
day’s presentation to council 
committee. 

McConnell supports the 
SafeWallc program but says 
that the city needs to be the 
one who addresses safety con¬ 
cerns “without putting student 
volunteers in harms way.”

Canada’s fall 
on global index 
due to federal 
policies: Group 

Canada has dropped out of the 
top five countries in integrat¬ 
ing immigrants into the society 
due to policy changes by Ottawa 
to restrict access to family re¬ 
unification and citizenship for 
newcomers. 

According to the latest world 
ranking by a Brussels-based think 
tank, Canada has slipped from 
third to sixth place among 38 
developed countries in allowing 
migrants access to equal rights, 
support and opportunities. 

Although Canada is still con¬ 
sidered a welcoming country for 
newcomers amid the global anti¬ 
immigration and anti-terror tide, 
the Migrant Integration Policy 
Index (MIPEX) says its policy 
shift to the right raises ques¬ 


tions about the future of the 
country’s traditionally inclusive 
integration system. 

“It is a cause of concern, one 
that we need to watch,” said 
Thomas Huddleston of the Mi¬ 
gration Policy Group, lead author 
of the European Union-funded, 
peer-reviewed index. Canada’s 
2015 MIPEX profile will be re¬ 
leased in Toronto Wednesday. 

“With Canada rolling back 
on some provisions from family 
reunification and citizenship, it 
is going to have an impact on 
immigrant integration. Other 
countries will follow Canada.” 

Based on a detailed checklist 
of 167 indicators, researchers 
surveyed the latest government 
policies in affording migrants ac¬ 
cess to eight areas: labour mar¬ 
ket mobility, family reunion, 
education, health, political par¬ 
ticipation, permanent residence, 
access to nationality and anti- 
discrimination efforts. 

“One key to Canada’s immi¬ 
gration model has been that 
selected immigrants arrive as

permanent residents with equal 
rights to invest in their integra¬ 
tion and quickly become full 
Canadian citizens,” says the 2015 
MIPEX profile on Canada.

If the World Series of Poker is 
lucky, the popularity of the Las 
Vegas championship’s newest 
event could cause a poker chip 
shortage. 

The annual set of 68 tour¬ 
naments at the Rio All-Suite 
Hotel & Casino that rewards 
millions of dollars to the best 
card sharks starts Wednesday 
with a new event dubbed the 
Colossus expected to attract at 
least 10,000 players. 

The Colossus represents the 
lowest buy-in in 35 years with 
players ponying up $565 US 
each to win their share of a 
$5 million prize pool, with the 
winner likely walking away 
with nearly $600,000. 

The 45-year-old event now 
owned by Caesars Interactive 
Entertainment Inc. is also 


spreading the wealth for its 
$10,000 no-limit Texas Hold 
’Em main event and hosting 
an online tournament that will 
end with a live poker matchup. 

The World Series of Poker 
drew 82,360 players last year 
with 10 per cent winning some 
of the $227.7 million in prize 
money. 

Lance Bradley, the editor in 
chief of poker news site Bluff, 
com, said the series has long 
worked to widen its appeal. 
But this year appeared to be 
unusually ambitious, catering 
to the regular guy who doesn’t 
mind parting with $565 but 
would blush at spending 
$1,000, while still attracting 
“the pros who don’t want to 
play against those guys.”

EU to relocate 
40,000 migrants 


The European Union will seek 
to shift the migration burden 
away from Italy and Greece by 
relocating 40,000 asylum seekers 
to other EU countries, accord¬ 
ing to a draft document seen by 
The Associated Press Tuesday. 

The relocation proposal, to 
be unveiled by the EU’s execu¬ 
tive Commission on Wednes¬ 
day, would see new Syrian and 
Eritrean asylum seekers shared 
among 23 of the 28 member 
countries over the next two 
years.

Nepal bans child travel 
without legal guardians

Move aimed at

The government announced 
Tuesday that all children trav¬ 
elling in Nepal will need to be 
accompanied by their parents 
or a legal guardian to prevent 
the trafficking of young people 
who lost their homes in the 


country’s powerful earthquakes. 

The Ministry of Women, Chil¬ 
dren and Social Welfare said 
the ban is aimed at protecting 
homeless children who are liv¬ 
ing in tent camps where there 
are large numbers of people. 

Ministry official Ram Prasad 
Bhattarai said an approval let¬ 
ter issued by a district Child 
Welfare Board will be needed 
for any other adults travelling 
with children from one district 
to another. 

The ban comes days after 
police stopped two groups of 


children who were being taken 
by unrelated adults by bus in 
different districts. The children 
are being held in government 
shelters and police are still in¬ 
vestigating the cases. 

International adoptions have 
also been suspended, he said. 

Thousands of children are 
taken from Nepal to neighbour¬ 
ing India eveiy year to work as 
child labourers or in brothels. 

The earthquakes on April 25 
and May 12 killed at least 8,673 
people in Nepal.

Laureates to 
world: Wake 
up to tragedy 
in Myanmar 

An international gathering 
about the plight of Myanmar’s 
persecuted Rohingya Muslims 
boasts a star-studded cast, with 
three Nobel Peace Prize laure¬ 
ates among those calling on 
the world to wake up to the 
unfolding tragedy. 

But fellow winner and pro¬ 
democracy icon Aung San Suu 
Kyi will not be among them. 
She wasn’t invited. 

During her 15 years under 
house arrest, Suu Kyi won ad¬ 
miration across the globe for 
her fieiy speeches and scath¬ 
ing criticism of the military 
regime that ruled Myanmar, 
or Burma, at the time. 

After her release in 2010, 
when ruling generals handed 
over power to a nominally civil¬ 
ian government, she won a seat 
in parliament. 

The 69-year-old says she is a 
politician and that she never 
sought to be a human rights 
champion. Critics note she is 
carefully choosing her battles, 
in part because she has presi¬ 
dential ambitions. 

In a predominantly Buddhist 
country of 50 million people, 
where there is much animosity 
toward the 1.3 million Rohing¬ 
ya Muslims, Suu Kyi has opted 
to remain silent, even as the 
world watched in horror while 
more than 3,000 hungry, de¬ 


hydrated Rohingya and Bangla¬ 
deshi migrants washed ashore 
in Malaysia, Indonesia and Thai¬ 
land this month, according to 
the UN refugee agency. 

The international gathering 
at the Nobel Institute in Oslo, 
Norway, was opened Tuesday 
by former Norwegian prime 
minister Kjell Magne Bonde- 
vilc.

million to help Rohingya in 
Myanmar’s Ralchine state by 
improving living conditions, 
preventing people from flee¬ 
ing by sea and curbing tensions 
between ethnic groups. 

The meeting featured video 
statements from Nobel laure¬ 
ates Desmond Tutu, Jose Ramos- 
Horta and Mairead Maguire, 
and others like philanthrop¬ 
ist George Soros, who escaped 
Nazi-occupied Hungaiy. 

Soros said that “the most 
immediate threat to Burma’s 
transition is the rising anti- 
Muslim sentiment.” 

“As a Jew in Budapest, I too 
was a Rohingya,” he said in a 
video statement. “The parallels 
to the Nazi genocide are alarm¬ 
ing. Fortunately, we have not 
reached a stage of mass killing.” 

The messages focused on 
ways to end the decades-long 


persecution of Rohingya and 
the need to speak out. 

“If you are neutral in situa¬ 
tions of injustice, you have 
chosen the side of the op¬ 
pressor,” Tutu, who won the 
1984 Nobel Peace Prize for 
his opposition to South Afri¬ 
ca’s brutal apartheid regime, 
said in his video statement. 
“If an elephant has its foot 
on the tail of a mouse and 
you say that you are neutral, 
the mouse will not appreciate 
your neutrality.” 

Myanmar’s transition from 
dictatorship to democracy has 
been a bumpy one. 

The freedoms of expression 
that accompanied early, now- 
stalled political reforms had 
a dark side, lifting the lid off 
deep-seated resentment to¬ 
ward the dark-skinned Roh¬ 
ingya minority.

Forensics teams dig up graves

Malaysian forensics teams ex¬ 
humed a body from a shallow 
grave Tuesday at an abandoned 
jungle camp used by human 
traffickers, the first of what 
police predicted would be 
more grim findings as they 
search through a cluster of il¬ 
licit hideouts near the border 
with Thailand. 

Authorities say there are 
139 suspected graves in the 
mountainous jungle where 
northern Malaysia meets south¬ 
ern Thailand, a remote area 
that trafficking syndicates 
used as a transit point to hold 
migrants and refugees. Most 
were believed to be members 
of Myanmar’s persecuted Ro¬ 
hingya Muslim minority and 
impoverished migrants from 
Bangladesh. 

“Forensics teams have found 
one human body so far,” said 
Mohammad Bahar Alias, a sen¬ 
ior police official from north¬ 
ern Perlis state. Digging con¬ 
tinued at other graves, which 
police said were marked by 
sticks or stones. “There are 
graves all over this area.” 

Malaysian police took jour¬ 
nalists to one of 28 abandoned 
camps found after a regional 
crackdown was launched on 
human trafficking earlier this 
month. 

The camp, reached after a 
two-hour hike up a steep jungle 
path, appeared to have been 


abandoned a while ago, police 
said. A jungle prison remained 
that included at least two large 
wooden pens wrapped with 
barbed wire. 

“These structures were be¬ 
lieved to be used as human 
cages,” said Mohammad Bahar. 
He said the camp may have 
held up to 300 people. 

It also contained a watch 
tower and a cooking area lit¬ 
tered with dishes and pots. 
During the tour, authorities 
pointed out what looked like 
the skeletal remains of a jaw 
on the ground. 

“We think it belongs to a hu¬ 
man,” said Mohammad Bahar. 


A tiny orange slipper was 
partly buried on a nearby slope, 
indicating that children were 
also held at the camp, which 
could hold at least 300 people, 
he said. A suspected grave site 
was about 100 metres away. 

The discoveries in the north¬ 
ern Malaysian state of Perlis 
follow similar revelations ear¬ 
lier this month in Thailand, 
where police unearthed doz¬ 
ens of bodies from shallow 
graves on the Thai side of the 
border. Thai police Maj. Gen. 
Puthichart Eklcachan said 36 
bodies were found there in 
seven abandoned camps.

Author asks 
parole for novel 
inspiration

Pamela Smart

A woman whose book To Die 
For was inspired by the case 
of Pamela Smart, who plot¬ 
ted with her teenage lover to 
kill her husband, is asking the 
governor to consider parole. 

Smart, who began a torrid 
affair with 15-year-old Billy 
Flynn when she was a media 
co-ordinator at his high school, 
was convicted in 1991 of being 
an accomplice to first-degree 
murder and was sentenced 
to life in prison without the 
chance of parole. The lurid 
details of the trial aired gavel 
to gavel on television, and the 
case became an instant tabloid 
sensation. 

Joyce Maynard’s 1992 book, 
influenced by the Smart case, 
later was adapted into a movie 
starring Nicole Kidman. 

In the letter to Governor 
Maggie Hassan, dated March 
3 but recently shared with 
media, Maynard writes that 
she didn’t intend her work 
of fiction to shape the public 
perception of Smart. 

“At the time the juiy reached 
its verdict in the Smart case, 


my novel was a full year away 
from publication,” Maynard 
wrote. 

“But if the existence of the 
film and adaptation of the book 
has contributed in any way to 
a public perception of Pamela 
Smart as a ruthlessly ambitious 
killer, I will say: this was not 
my intent.” 

Flynn pleaded guilty to 
second-degree murder and 
testified that Smart threat¬ 
ened to break up with him 
if he didn’t kill her husband, 
Gregoiy. He admitted pulling 
the trigger. 

Smart admitted having an 
affair with Flynn but denied 
planning the murder. She un¬ 
successfully sought a pardon 
a decade ago, saying her trial 
was tainted by intense media 
coverage. 

Then-Governor John Lynch 
and the executive council, a 
five-member elected body that 
considers pardons, appoint¬ 
ments and state contracts, 
were unmoved by letters pro¬ 
claiming Smart’s innocence 
and good deeds in prison; 
Smart earned two master’s de¬ 
grees and worked as a teacher’s 
aide and counsellor to other 
inmates. 

The governor and council 
denied her a pardon hearing.

Simon Fraser 
now accepts 
digital money 
on campus 

A British Columbia university 
is now accepting the digital 
currency bitcoin at all of its 
bookstores, a move that staff 
claim is a first for Canadian 
post-secondaiy schools. 

Simon Fraser University has 
also announced that automated 
bitcoin vending machines will 
soon begin operating on cam¬ 
puses in Burnaby, Vancouver 
and Surrey. 

“What we’re trying to do 
is get students to talk about 
innovation and try bitcoin,” 
said Mark McLaughlin, SFU’s 
executive director of ancillary 
services, in a news release. 


“The only way to have an 
opinion about digital curren¬ 


cies is to learn about it, and 
we are providing a first-hand 


experience in that regard.” 
Bitcoin is a virtual currency 


that is transferred online with¬ 
out the help or regulation of 
any central bank. 

The university broke new 
ground last year when it be¬ 
came Canada’s first post-sec¬ 
ondary institution to accept 
bitcoin donations. 

“It is our mission to chal¬ 
lenge and engage students and 
provide them with learning 
opportunities not only inside 
the classroom but also outside,” 
said McLaughlin. 

Simon Fraser has one of the 
most active bitcoin student 
clubs in North America, which 
has been pushing for the school 
to introduce the currency, said 
McLaughlin. 

SFU Bitcoin Club founder Mi¬ 
chael Yeung likened the shift to 
the early days of the Internet. 

“The coming era of virtual 
currencies is inevitable and 
exciting,” said Yeung.

I’m no longer the only one in 
my house addicted to technol¬ 
ogy. My cat Darwin is, too. 

It started with one iPad 
app, Paint for Cats, which 
hilariously teases her with a 
cartoon mouse that squeaks 
and leaves behind multicol¬ 
oured paw prints each time 
it’s attacked. Now the paw 
prints are real, and they’re all 
over my tablet, phone and TV 
screens. 

Like most cats, she doesn’t 
respond to her name. Yet the 
clicking of the Netflix menu 
is enough to bring her inside 
from the balcony, whether or 
not the dragonfly she’s tortur¬ 
ing at the moment is dead yet. 
She finds the spasmodic scroll¬ 
ing irresistible, and cries when 
it stops because she’s blocking 
the remote sensor. She howls 
even louder when I decide on 


something to watch. 

Darwin’s not the only one 
with a problem. At least one 
SPCA, in Los Angeles, started 
accepting tablets as donations 
— and it’s not to entertain 
the volunteers. Not primarily, 
anyway. 

There’s now a cottage 
industry of tailor-made vid¬ 
eos and apps for cats. Little 
Hiccup, makers of Paint For 
Cats, which by 2012 had been 
downloaded over 300,000 
times, have two other offer¬ 
ings. There’s also Crazy Cat 
for Android, popular enough 
to earn 3,000-plus mostly posi¬ 
tive reviews, and Enjoy With 
Cat, a two-player game for 
felines and their human com¬ 
panions. Not to be outdone, 
the cat-food brand Friskies 
now offers its own promo¬ 
tional cat games, which have 
been downloaded two million 
times so far. 

There are many more but 
they’re all engineered in the 
same way, with quick and 
jerky objects, according to Dr. 


Bonnie Beaver, executive dir¬ 
ector of the American College 
of Veterinaiy Behaviourists. 

As she recently explained to 
the Associated Press, “Cats are 
attracted to things that move, 
and that is the ‘magic’ for 
most of the apps.” 

It helps that cats, unlike 
dogs, have fast-adjusting pu¬ 
pils and depth perception and 
colour definition closer to our 
own. But while the harms 
of overusing computers are 
well documented for humans, 
could this digital catnip also 
be damaging and potentially 
distressing? 

Fm wondering because 
these new gadgets have defin¬ 
itely had an effect on my pet 
parenting. 

The morning after I first 
played Darwin her favourite 
YouTube video — 16 minutes 
of birds and squirrels — I 
found her waiting for me on 
the closed laptop, sitting regal¬ 
ly and wide-eyed. Now I find it 
a handy distraction when her 
incessant nagging interferes

with my work or my own en¬ 
joyment of the Internet. 

I can justify it as escapism 
for a housebound pet. I’m of¬ 
fering a healthy outlet for her 
basic instincts.

So like a guilty but helpless 
parent, I just plop her in front 
of another screen. It’s bad, I 
know. But it works.

Maybe I should start a men’s 
movement. 

“You may as well,” my 
wife told me the other day. 
She’d just endured my latest 
rant about a public-service 
announcement about sexual 
harassment and abuse. 

The Ontario government 
ad is a universal case study in 
playing to the majority and 
ignoring the minority with 
hopes of creating change for 
all. What could have been a 
powerful message about eveiy- 
one doing their part to make a 
difference has become part of 
an all-too-common narrative 
in our post-Jian Ghomeshi, 
post-Bill Cosby, still-unfolding 
Canadian militaiy scandal real¬ 
ity: Men are perverse, women 
are victims. 

For those who haven’t seen 
it, the video plays out some¬ 
thing like this: Four women 
are shown as victims, fielding 
eveiything from unwanted 
shoulder rubbing to having 
roofies slipped into a drink. At 
the end of it all, you’re asked 
#WhoWillYouHelp. 

The settings for the vile acts 
range from an office to what 
we can assume is a high school 
hallway. The women are 
from a wide range of ethnic 
backgrounds. Their ages vary. 
The same is true for the people 
taking advantage of them. 

It’s obvious the creators 
tried really, really hard to 
make the message relevant 
for eveiyone. Problem is, they 


missed the mark. 

In the 61-second warning 
not to treat people like objects, 
every one of the predators has 
a penis. 

I have, of course, seen the 
statistics. Although the num¬ 
bers vaiy based on the source, 
about 80 per cent of sex crimes 
are directed at women. The 
abuse women face is generally 
more violent. And, because of 
that, they’re more likely to die 
at the hands of their abusers. 

But, for those men who do 
become targets, being a victim 
is, I’d imagine, no less painful 
and no less soul-sapping. 

Despite the position of 
power they generally occupy 
due to the luck of chromosom¬ 
al pairings alone, men have, 
in this instance, been swept 
under the rug. Those who dare 
mention their place in the 
sexual-abuse conversation run 
the risk of being considered 
anti-woman or, even worse, 
pigs. 

It’s sad that we’ve come to 
this point. Working against 
assault is, at its very root about 
treating eveiyone with respect 
and dignity, regardless of their 
gender or how likely they are 
to become victims. 

To earnestly fight sexual 
assault, government cam¬ 
paigns — and others for that 
matter — must be all-inclusive, 
representing people of all 
stripes and, I hope, prompting 
stoiylines we’ve never heard. 

Perhaps what I really should 
do is start a human move¬ 
ment. 

Our slogan? How about: 
“Hey, hey, ho, ho, a collective 
conscience is the way to go.”

Selma actor 
rises to his role 
in Nightingale

While actor David Oyelowo 
might be best known to some 
audiences for his stellar per¬ 
formance as Martin Luther 
King Jr. in the epic civil rights 
drama Selma, by the time he 
filmed his breakthrough role, 
he’d already completed work 
on Nightingale. 

The movie, which stars only 
him and premieres on HBO 
this Friday at 9 p.m., tells the 
story of the deteriorating men¬ 
tal state of a vet named Peter 
Snowden as he tries to keep his 
life together after committing 
a very brutal act. Oyelowo is 
virtually unrecognizable as the 
same performer who played 
Dr. King — the only parallel 
between the movies is that 
they’re both produced by Brad 
Pitt’s production company, 
Plan B. We talked to him about 
being your own co-star and 
working with Pitt. 

The film occasionally feds 
almost like a play, in the 
sense that it’s a one-man 
show. Did that have any im¬ 
pact on how you made it? 

I did learn it like a great 
big monologue. I didn’t do 
what you may otherwise do, 


which is that you learn your 
lines for any given scene a 
couple of days before you 
actually shoot it. I felt that 
the level of immersion that 
I would want to subject 
myself to in playing this 
character would mean that 
I didn’t really want to be in 
the head space of technic¬ 
ally learning lines whilst 
shooting, so I did learn like 
you would a play. But then 
the rest of the experience 
was that of a filmmaking 
one in terms of the nature 
of the way we shot the film. 
Because it’s veiy intimate in 
the way that theatre can’t 
be. He’s expressing very dark 
thoughts at times, right up 
close into the camera, and 
that employs a veiy different 
part of your artillery as an 
actor than the stage does. 

Did you find yourself re¬ 
calibrating your perform¬ 
ance at all, since it’s just 
you onscreen? 

I don’t feel like I did recali¬ 
brate what I would normally 
do as an actor. It was just do¬ 
ing what felt right and true 
for playing this particular 
role. I don’t think we did 
anything that was technic¬ 
ally different, per se, than 
what you would do in any 
other given film, but because 


of who he is, the way he ex¬ 
presses himself, the fact that 
this is a guy who will happi¬ 
ly have a conversation with 
a three-way mirror, means 
that the realms of the ortho¬ 
dox ways of either shooting 
a film or interacting with an¬ 
other character are kind of 
out of the window, so you’re 
just doing whatever feels 
truthful given Peter Snow¬ 
den’s circumstances. 

Peter spends a lot of time 
on the phone, either talk¬ 
ing to people, or rehears¬ 
ing talking to people. Was 
someone on the phone with 
you at those times? 

We actually made the 
choice to never have any¬ 
one on the other end of the 
line. It was something I felt 
very strongly about because 
there are times with Peter 
where there is someone on 
the other end of the line 
and there are times when 
there isn’t. It is someone he 
has manufactured in order 
for him to live with himself. 
The film starts with Peter 
having committed a heinous 
act and he has a mental con¬ 
dition that means that deal¬ 
ing with the repercussions 
of both what he has done 
and who he is, is something 
that he is constantly push¬

ing away ... We wanted to 
keep the audience guessing 
as to whether he’s actually 
talking to someone other 
than himself. 

This is the second time 
you’ve worked with Brad 
Pitt, who also produced 
Selma. Do you think you’re 
drawn to similar types of 
projects? 

It’s funny, because we’ve 
now had two projects 
together, but actually my 
friendship with him is very 
much linked to us being 
dads with lots of children. 

He has six, I have four, and 
we get together eveiy now 
and again and watch our 
children tear the place up. 
But yes, we worked together 
on Selma, and Nightingale 
was born out of that. While I 
was doing Selma, we had al¬ 
ready shot Nightingale and 
Dede Gardner and Jeremy 
Kleiner, who both run 
Brad’s company Plan 
B, I showed them the 
film, which we had 
finished at that time .. 

They saw it, showed it 
to Brad, and I remem¬ 
ber him saying, my 
goodness, what a thing 
to go from Dr. King to 
Peter Snowden. His 
connection with 
Nightingale was 
very much from 
an actor’s point 
of view. I think he 
was veiy interested 
in an actor putting 
themselves through that 
exercise.

HOW-TOS FOR HOMEMADE TREATS 

Two cool books for 
ice-cream lovers 


We all think we’re going to do it. 
Many of us even go out and buy 
the pricey special equipment for 
it. Because when summer’s heat 
hits, it’s hard not to fall for the 
cool, creamy romance of do-it- 
yourself ice cream. 

Except that most of us will ac¬ 
tually make ice cream at home 
all of about once ... maybe. Be¬ 
cause while making ice cream 
isn’t difficult, it tends to be fussy. 
And most of us don’t do fussy all 
that well. Particularly 
when it’s so 
much easier 
to just flip on 
Netflix, grab 
a spoon and 
down an en¬ 
tire pint of pur¬ 
chased ice cream 
on the couch. 

But what if 
there was an easier 
way to have home¬ 
made ice cream? 

Two recent ode-to- 
ice cream cookbooks 
suggest there is. 

For the most fun 
take on ice cream ever, you need 
to check out Biyan Petroff and 
Douglas Quint’s Big Gay Ice 
Cream (Clarkson Potter, 2015), 
a hilariously over-the-top book 
inspired by the duo’s soft-serve 
ice-cream trucks and shops of 


the same name. These are the 
men who dreamed up crazy deli¬ 
cious cones like the Salty Pimp 
(vanilla ice cream, dulce de leche, 
nuts and salt) and Mountain Dew 
sorbet. 

Tucked deep in the book — 
which is written and designed 
to resemble an ’80s high school 
yearbook — is a must-make re¬ 
cipe: cheater soft-serve ice cream. 

And then there is Leslie Bilder- 
back’s No-churn 
Ice Cream (St. 
Martin’s, 2015), 
which offers 100 
less hilarious, 
but nonethe¬ 
less delicious 
recipes for ice 
cream that re¬ 
quire no spe¬ 
cial equip¬ 
ment and no 
hard work. 
She does 
great 
job walk¬ 
ing you 
through utterly easy 
recipes, eveiything from basic 
vanilla and chocolate to more 
robust creations, such as sweet 
potato-marshmallow swirl ice 
cream. 

None of this, of course, means 
you can’t still eat a pint on the

GOURMET COFFEE 

Japanese wait 
in four-hour 
lineups to try 
U.S. chain’s java 

Japan, famous for green tea, 
is welcoming artisanal Amer¬ 
ican coffee roaster Blue Bottle 
with long lines that have at 
times meant a four-hour wait 
for a cup. 

The company, which began 
in Oakland, Calif., in 2002, 
hopes its early popularity 
is more than a passing fad. 
Japan’s consumer culture is 
littered with manias for West¬ 
ern food imports: pancakes, 
popcorn, doughnuts, even 
Taco Bell. 

Success in Japan is important 
for Blue Bottle, which operates 
17 cafes in the San Francisco 
Bay area, New York and Los 
Angeles. Japan is its first foray 
outside of the U.S. Blue Bottle 
raised nearly $26 million (all 
figures U.S.) last year to invest 
in expansion, including finan¬ 
cing from Silicon Valley execu¬ 
tives, setting the stage for a test 
of whether an artsy gourmet 
coffee chain can go big. 

Founder James Freeman, 
a musician, was inspired by 
Japan’s old-style “lcissaten” 
coffee-shops: tiny, dimly lit 
establishments, with good 
music and a barista behind a 
wooden counter. 

Think places for quiet ser¬ 
ious thinking and real drip cof¬ 
fee, not sweet, frivolous drinks. 

“We care about every part 
of the coffee. We call it from 
seed to cup,” said Saki Igawa, 
the business operations man¬ 
ager for Blue Bottle in Japan. 

Attention to detail that dove¬ 
tails with aspects of Japanese 
culture accounts for part of the 
coffee chain’s early popularity. 
The spread of Starbucks inter¬ 
nationally, which has created 


a cookie-cutter coffee culture 
that some people want to trade 
up from, is another factor. Blue 
Bottle is also benefiting from 
the image problems in Japan 
of fast-food chains and highly 
processed foods. 

“It’s a new era in eating out,” 
said food industiy consultant 
Jotaro Fujii, who contends that 
Blue Bottle’s arrival and the 
decline of McDonald’s in Japan 
is part of a bigger trend of con¬ 
sumer interest in the safety 
and quality of the entire food 
supply chain. 

McDonald’s is suffering de¬ 


clining popularity in Japan, 
a problem exacerbated after 
plastic pieces, and even a tooth, 
was found in its food last year, 
setting off outrage among con¬ 
sumers. 

Upscale burger chain Shake 
Shack, which started as a hot- 
dog stand in New York, is ex¬ 
pected to arrive in Japan soon, 
said Fujii. 

Such chains, including Blue 
Bottle, are likely to aim for 50 
or at most 100 outlets in Japan, 
not the thousands that fast-food 
eateries, such as McDonald’s, 
have achieved here, he said. 


Instead, they will focus on 
fortifying a brand image, which 
can lead to other kinds of lu¬ 
crative businesses. 

Although the prevalent im¬ 
age of Japan might be tea, it 
has long had plenty of affec¬ 
tion for coffee. Starbucks has 
been a hit since arriving in 
1995. It now has more than 
1,000 shops in Japan. 

Even convenience stores are 
serving freshly brewed coffee. 
Japan also invented “manga- 
lcissa,” or a cafe-cum-library, 
where you can curl up with a 
comic book and sip on coffee 
for hours. 

Such newcomers have ham¬ 
mered the once omnipresent 
lcissaten. Their numbers have 
dropped by half from the 
1980s, or to 77,000 in 2009, 
according to a Japanese gov¬ 


ernment study. 

But Blue Bottle’s popular¬ 
ity is part of a rediscoveiy of 
cafes serving carefully pre¬ 
pared, quality coffee, a trend 
already long evident in the U.S. 

Blue Bottle’s first Japan 
shop, which has a roaster, is 
in Kiyosumi, an older part of 
Tokyo, chosen because it re¬ 
minded Freeman, the founder, 
of Oakland. It opened in Febru- 
aiy. The second shop, in a back- 
street of Tokyo’s fashionable 
Omotesando, opened in March. 

A third, likely opening later 
this year in Tokyo’s Dailcan- 
yama shopping area, will fea¬ 
ture a menu that reflects Blue 
Bottle’s recent acquisition of 
San Francisco-based Tartine 
Bakery, which serves crois¬ 
sants, sandwiches and pastries.

'I just love the taste/ says 
customer from rural area 

On a recent day, the Blue 
Bottle shop in Kiyosumi, 
Tokyo, was filled with 
sunlight pouring through 
huge windows, the hum 
of a giant roaster, the 
aroma of fresh coffee and 
a crowd of people. 

Takuya Nakagawa, a 
39-year-old hairdresser, 
who came all the way 
from rural Toyama Pre¬ 
fecture (state), was im¬ 
pressed. He bought gran¬ 
ola and coffee beans as 
souvenir gifts. 

"I just love the taste," he 
said. "This kind of place 
doesn't exist in Toyama." 

Blue Bottle is learning 
from Japan, said Andrew 
Smith, 29, of San Fran¬ 
cisco, a barista and one 
of three Americans who 
came to work for the 
chain in Japan. 

"People here have dif¬ 
ferent ways of conceptual¬ 
izing about coffee so they 
taste things differently," 
Smith said. 

"They are looking for 
different kinds of things in 
coffee. And that is a fun 
way to learn how every¬ 
one in the world perceives 
coffee differently."

In recent months, restau¬ 
rant chains including Panera, 
McDonald’s and Subway have 
said they’re switching recipes 
for one or more products to 
use ingredients people can 
more easily recognize. 

Taco Bell and Pizza Hut 
are owned by Yum Brands 
Inc., which hinted the chan¬ 
ges would be on the way. At 
a conference for investors 
late last year, Yum CEO Greg 
Creed referred to the shifting 
attitudes and the desire for 
“real food” as a revolution in 
the industry. 

Representatives at KFC and 
Yum’s corporate headquar¬ 
ters in Louisville, Ky., 
were not immediate¬ 
ly available to com¬ 
ment on wheth¬ 
er the fried 
chicken 
chain 
would 
also be 
removing 
artificial in¬ 
gredients. 

Pizza Hut 
says it will 
remove arti¬ 
ficial flavours 
and colours by 
the end of July. 
It said it will 
start listing all its 
ingredients online 
once the changes 
are completed. 
Taco Bell says it 
will take out artifi¬ 
cial colours, artificial 
flavours, high-fructose 
corn syrup and unsustain¬ 
able palm oil from its food 
by the end of 2015. It says 
artificial preservatives will 
be removed “where possible” 
by 2017. 

The moves do not affect 
fountain drinks or co-branded 
products, such as its Doritos- 
flavoured taco shells. 

Brian Niccol, the chain’s 
CEO, said the company would 


work to keep its menu af¬ 
fordable. 

“I do not want to lose any 
element of being accessible 
to the masses,” Niccol said. 

When asked whether the 
changes would affect taste, a 
representative for Taco Bell 
said in an email: “It will be 
the same great tasting Taco 
Bell that people love.”

Q REAL CHANGE? 

John Coupland, a profes¬ 
sor of food science at 
Penn State University, 
said companies are real¬ 
izing some ingredients 
may not be worth the po¬ 
tential harm they might 
cause to their images, 
given changing attitudes 
about additives. 

Additionally, he noted 
that the removal of arti¬ 
ficial ingredients can be 
a way for companies to 
give their food a healthy 
glow without making 
meaningful changes to 
their nutritional profiles.

CHARCOAL VS. GAS 

The market 
has lots of 
options — each 
with pros, cons 

Barbecue expert Ted Reader, 
who has more than 50 different 
types of grills, waxes eloquent 
when explaining his love for 
cooking with charcoal rather 
than gas. 

“A gas grill gives you instan¬ 
taneous heat. Charcoal gives 
you love,” the chef says from 
his Toronto backyard. 

Charcoal barbecues are 
enjoying a resurgence with 
consumers who want to ex¬ 
pand their barbecuing skills 
by playing with fire, says Naz 
Cavallaro, resident chef for the 
Canadian grill maker Broil King. 

“Charcoal has gone crazy 
over the past four years. More 
and more people are getting 
into the charcoal way of doing 
things,” Cavallaro says. 

But both experts say there 
are reasons to choose a gas grill 
and pros and cons for each type 
of cooking fuel. 

Gas gives consistency 

A consistent temperature is 
easier to maintain with gas, 
either natural or propane, and 
many homeowners opt to in¬ 
stall a natural gas line so it’s 
“always there,” says Cavallaro. 

“You don’t have to worry 


about going and filling tanks, 
putting tanks in your car, put¬ 
ting yourself in an unsafe en¬ 
vironment,” he says. 

With propane, a tank can 
run out during grilling. And 
it’s not as efficient in winter 
because the gas doesn’t burn 
off properly when it’s too cold, 
Cavallaro adds. 

On the other hand, a three- 
metre hose for a natural gas 
hookup prohibits much reloca¬ 
tion, whereas a propane-fuelled 
barbecue can be moved around 
the yard. 


When transporting a propane 
tank, never lie it on its side 
or put it in the back seat of a 
vehicle. Cavallaro finds standing 
a tank in a plastic milk carton 
works well to keep it in place. 

If you’re installing a refilled 


propane tank, he advises doing 
a simple leak test. 

Using a clean paint or bast¬ 
ing brush, apply a mixture of 
half soap and water on the hose 
and tank connections. Slowly 
turn on the tank. 


If bubbles form, there’s a 
leak. 

Charcoal is tasty 

When it comes to charcoal 
grills, many swear by the smoky 
taste they offer — but patience 
is required. 

“You learn to read the fire 
and understand what wind dir¬ 
ection’s happening, what the 
humidity’s doing,” says Read¬ 
er, who teaches in the food 
and technology program at 
Niagara College and develops 
products for groceiy and res¬ 


taurant chains. 

“If it’s dead air out there, 
there might not be enough 
oxygen in the air. If it’s a high 
humid day with no wind to ac¬ 
tually fuel your fire you won’t 
get as hot a burn.” 

Lighting charcoal isn’t dif¬ 
ficult but isn’t as quick as gas. 

There are compressed paper 
cubes, electrical lighters and 
electronic hair diyer-type blow¬ 
ers available to start a charcoal 
grill. Reader likes the ease of 
using a charcoal chimney. 

Never use lighter fluid, which 
imparts an unpleasant flavour 
to charcoal and food. 

There are many styles of 
charcoal grills, ranging from 
kettles and vertical barrel cook¬ 
ers to egg-shaped kamados that 
are ceramic and hold the tem¬ 
perature well. 

“It doesn’t matter how cold 
the days are outside. I’ve been 
able to fire (a ceramic charcoal 
grill) and maintain temperature 
for hours,” says Reader. “It of¬ 
fers consistency; you can grill 
hot and fast and you can smoke 
low and slow. And really, if I was 
going to invest I would invest 
in the best and I would look 
for a lcamado cooker. I would 
put that in your backyard and 
learn how to use it. You won’t 
be needing to buy another grill 
or smoker for years. And I’m 
talking 10 years plus.” 

No matter what type of grill 
you choose, both men advise 
reading the manual to get the 
most out of your appliance.

Metro | Canada 

Like the rest of the world, 
Canada is becoming increas¬ 
ingly urbanized. According 
to Statistics Canada, back in 
the 1920s, less than 50 per 
cent of Canadians were urban 
folk. Now it’s more than 80 
per cent and climbing. 

Vehicle design has reflected 
this shift, and none more so 
than crossovers based on sub¬ 
compact vehicle platforms. 
These subcompact crossovers 
can get off-road dirty, owing to 
their optional AWD systems 
and slightly higher ground 
clearances, but they’re really 
built for urban conditions, 
where they can offer up tall- 
in-the-saddle visibility, small- 
car manoeuvrability, and “just 
big enough” insides, for the 
couples and singles that in¬ 
habit the condo towers. 

Chevrolet Trax was one of 
the first crossovers to real¬ 
ly work this urban agenda, 
debuting back in 2013, and 
concentrating on two areas 
that have high appeal for its 
intended audience — safety 
and connectivity. Like many 
Chevrolets, Trax is ready to 
be hooked up to OnStar, and 
its available 4G LTE Wi-Fi hot¬ 


spot. After the free trial per¬ 
iod, however, you will need to 
pony up for monthly subscrip¬ 
tions for OnStar itself, and for 
a Wi-Fi data plan. 

Bluetooth is standard. Rear 
vision camera and rear ob¬ 
stacle detection, and Blue¬ 
tooth streaming audio, are 
standard on the top 2 trim 
lines (LT, LTZ). More electron¬ 
ic wonders can be had with 
MyLinlc (optional on LT, stan¬ 
dard on LTZ), which offers a 
nice big touch screen, and 
smartphone integration to 
leverage lots of fun and useful 
apps, including Siri Eyes Free. 

A plethora of airbags, and 
a body structure composed 
of 66 per cent high-strength 
steel, enabled Trax to ace the 
crash tests, one of the select 
few in its class to do so. 

Another bright spot is 
ample room for four adults, 
though rear seat passengers 
will have a big bend in their 
knees if they’re tall-ish. 

Fuel efficiency is another 
strong suit. 

In other aspects the Trax 
is average, or less. The inter¬ 
ior design is useful and looks 
great, but also has big sections 
of hard plastic. 

The 1.4-litre turbo is a bit 
loud and a bit challenged to 
accelerate smartly on the 
highway, but the transmis¬ 
sion shifts well, and the high 
top gear allows for relaxed 
cruising. 

Trax is a decent example 
of a great, new vehicle form, 
which can confidently fulfil 
a lot of urban transportation 
needs.

The third-generation Suzuki 
Grand Vitara launched for 
model-year 2006 in the fall 
of 2005, offering four or six- 
cylinder engines with up to 
230 horsepower, an off-road 
capable 4x4 system with low- 
range gearing and a lockable 
centre differential and plenty 
of ground clearance. 

Owners have loved the SUV 
for actual off-road capability. 

Although Suzulci’s auto¬ 
motive sales operations have 
ceased in Canada, the brand 
is still alive and active here, 
and many Suzuki dealers have 
full service automotive shops 
to take care of warranty and 
repairs of their automotive 
products. Check with the near¬ 
est Suzuki centre to you, to 
be sure. 

Ask sellers of 2006-2012 
Grand Vitaras if they’ve ex¬ 
perienced any issues with the 
fuel gauge, and note any sud¬ 


den movements on the fuel 
gauge during your test drive. 

Confirm proper operation of 
all interior lighting, especially 
relating to illumination of the 
gear selector, radio head unit, 
and instrument cluster. 

Also confirm all power win¬ 
dows and the sunroof operate 
properly, noting any issues 
with the panel opening or clos¬ 
ing properly. If the sunroof fails 
to respond or stays stuck open, 
the switch may need replacing. 

A few owners have reported 
issues relating to overheating, 
especially on models with the 
four-cylinder engine and while 
working the vehicle hard, for 
instance, towing on a hot day. 
This might be caused by an 
air bubble that blocks cool¬ 
ant flow. 

As a precaution against po¬ 
tential engine damage, have 
the cooling system inspected 
and serviced on any used Grand 
Vitara you’re considering. 

Have a mechanic inspect the 
engine for signs of an oil leak 
from the timing cover area, 
which could be evidence of 
a bad timing chain cover gas¬ 
ket and/or a bad timing chain 
tensioner.

No-noise systems 
to silence drives 



Companies are working on cabin noise-cancellation methods 
that use algorithms and microphones, kichigin/shutterstock.com 


From Harman to Mitsubishi 
Electronics and Bose, com¬ 
panies are developing clever 
digital noise-cancelling sys¬ 
tems that will make your 
next car’s cabin as quiet as 
a library by using algorithms 
and microphones rather than 
layers of heavy soundproof¬ 
ing material. 

Last week, Mitsubishi Elec¬ 
tronic unveiled a new digital 
Active Noise Control (ANC) 
system for making car cab¬ 
ins quieter. Called FlexCon- 
nectANC, it can even deaden 
less predictable aural disturb¬ 
ances, as well as typical en¬ 
gine vibration and tire roar 
and will be available for other 
manufacturers to integrate 
into their upcoming vehicles. 

“(It) provides drivers and 
passengers a quieter en¬ 
vironment, enabling them 
to hear phone calls, music 
and navigation commands by 
minimizing outside interfer¬ 
ence,” said Mitsubishi Elec¬ 
tric’s Doug Ray. “A precisely 
tuned audio experience, in¬ 
cluding advanced ANC, will 
continue to be a growing dif¬ 
ferentiator for OEMs (original 


equipment manufacturers) 
— an experience not avail¬ 
able from consumer devices 
or the aftermarket.” 

The company is not alone. 
Audio firm Harman unveiled 
its own solution, HALOsonic, 
at the International CES in 
Barcelona, Spain, in January. 

“An uncompromised sound 
experience is more import¬ 
ant than ever to today’s 
drivers, and less noise also 
means drivers are less likely 
to become tired or distract¬ 
ed,” said Michael Mauser, 
president of Harman Lifestyle 
Division. 

Active Noise Cancelling 
systems monitor the sounds 


being created by the car 
and entering the cabin and 
then create an equal, op¬ 
posite sound, which is then 
pumped out of the speakers. 
The two sound waves cancel 
each other out. 

Bose put the technology 
on the map with its noise¬ 
cancelling headphones and 
now it, too, has an in-car ver¬ 
sion of the system which is 
already used by Cadillac and 
Renault among others. 

‘Digital’ soundproofing 
will also help car compan¬ 
ies build lighter, more effi¬ 
cient cars that aren’t weighed 
down by sound-deadening 
materials, afp

Other than the flashing lights 
and paint scheme, most police 
vehicles generally look similar 
to their civilian siblings. But 
they’re considerably different 
under the skin, and built from 
the ground up for the hard life 
of a law enforcement vehicle. 

“These are not retrofitted 
vehicles,” says David Shuttle- 
worth, commercial sales man¬ 
ager of Ford Canada. “They’re 
built in Chicago at the same 
plant as the regular Taurus and 
Explorer, but they have unique 
features fitted to them before 
they come off the 
end of the line, 
and then they go 
to another facil¬ 
ity for their final 
upfits.” 

Their engines 
and transmissions 
are tuned for opti¬ 
mum accelera¬ 
tion, but they also 
need to use as lit¬ 
tle fuel as possible 
and run cool when they idle, 
which they often do for long 
periods of time. Their anti-lock 
brakes and traction control 
are also uniquely tuned, and 
they have heavy-duty brakes, 
wheels, tires, suspension com¬ 
ponents, and alternators. 

In the front, the seats are up¬ 
holstered in heavy-duty cloth, 
and have sculpted backs so of¬ 
ficers can sit comfortably while 
wearing their utility belts. In 
addition to a white dome light, 
there’s also a red one for sur¬ 
veillance work. While civilian 


vehicles have console-mount¬ 
ed gear shifters, Ford’s Police 
Interceptor sedans and SUVs 
don’t have a centre console, 
and their shift levers are on 
the steering column. The gap 
between the front seats is the 
same as in the discontinued 
Ford Crown Victoria, so police 
forces that used the old model 
can simply move their equip¬ 
ment into the new vehicles. 

“The dash is unique to these 
vehicles,” Shuttleworth says. 
“There’s a universal mount¬ 
ing tray, reinforced with steel, 
on top of the dash so you can 
mount something like a cam¬ 
era.” 

The rear seats are covered 
in vinyl, and the door pan¬ 
els are flat, without pockets 
or cupholders. There are rear 
door handles, lock buttons, and 
window switches, but these can 
be disabled so “police custom¬ 
ers” can’t get out. 

Beyond the standard 
equipment, police forces can 
choose from 
some 125 dif¬ 
ferent options 
and packages. 
These include 
ballistic door 
panels, equip¬ 
ment mount¬ 
ing plates, 
and “map- 
able” steering 
wheel buttons, 
which can be 
programmed for such tasks 
as turning on the lights or 
siren. Cars can also be outfit¬ 
ted with a trunk tray to hold 
equipment, or a lockable vault 
to hold drugs or weapons when 
they’re transported from a 
crime scene. 

“These vehicles can only be 
purchased by law enforcement, 
and not by civilians,” Shuttle- 
worth says. “Structurally and 
dynamically, they’re way dif¬ 
ferent from anything you’d 
buy retail, because they have 
a different job to perform.”

While Michael Sam would pre¬ 
fer to be just another football 
player, he knows there is a 
unique responsibility that 
comes with being the first 
openly gay athlete in the CFL 
and one of only a tiny minor¬ 
ity in North America’s major 
professional leagues. 

Signed to a two-year deal 
by the Montreal Alouettes last 
week, Sam tried to downplay 
the significance of the move 
during a news conference Tues¬ 
day, repeatedly saying he just 
wants to play football. 

But when asked if he regret¬ 
ted coming out in February 
2014, the defensive end was 
adamant it was the right de¬ 
cision. 

“I’ve set in motion a lot of 
stuff,” he said. “I have a re¬ 
sponsibility to handle myself 
the right way and carry my¬ 
self the right way so future 
athletes who may be straight, 
gay, bisexual, whatever, they 
can be inspired just by what 
I’m doing. 

“If you’re afraid of what your 
family might think, if you’re 
afraid you think you might 
be disowned, I’m your family. 
Come to me and I’ll be a part 
of your family.” 

The 25-year-old Sam was se¬ 
lected in the seventh round of 
the 2014 NFL draft by the St. 
Louis Rams, becoming the first 
openly gay player chosen by an 


NFL team. He was later cut by 
the Rams and from the Dallas 
Cowboys’ practice roster. 

Sam is part of a tiny group 
of professional athletes who 
have chosen to go public about 
their sexual orientation. Re¬ 
tired NBA player Jason Collins 
came out in April 2013 while 
Los Angeles Galaxy soccer star 
Robbie Rogers is the lone out 
player in Major League Soccer. 
There are no openly gay players 


in Major League Baseball or the 
NHL. Derrick Gordon became 
the first openly gay player in 
Division I men’s basketball 
last year. 


Alouettes general manager 
Jim Popp, who had been scout¬ 
ing Sam for some time, said 
he believes the six-foot-two, 
260-pound player can excel 


as pass-rusher in the CFL — 
so much so that the NFL will 
regret letting him go. 

“I would love nothing more 
for him to spend his whole ca¬ 
reer here,” Popp said, 

“(But) there is such a small 
window in a football career, I 
hope he does so extraordinar¬ 
ily well that it’s a benefit for 
our team (and) he gets another 
shot (at the NFL).”

1. Bring the stock to a boil in a

saucepan. Stir in the quinoa. Re¬ 
duce the heat to the lowest heat 
and simmer, covered, about 15 
minutes. Drain off any excess 
liquid. Place in a serving bowl. 

2 . Spray a non-stick skillet with 
cooking oil and place over 
medium heat. Cook the corn, 
stirring frequently, until it begins 
to char, about five minutes over 
medium heat. Stir in the broccoli 
and red pepper. Cook for four 
minutes, or just until the vege¬ 
tables begin to soften. Transfer 
to the bowl with the quinoa.
